IT COULD HAPPEN HERE 
ASKED the question: Will Communists 


ever take over the United States? 
The 


average citizen would reply there isn t a 


remote chance of that. But when the Com­ 


munists overthrew imperial Russia they 


represented a mere handful of the popula­ 


tion. According to fully accredited figures 


they represented only one person in 2,300 


of the total population. According to equal­ 


ly reliable statistics, there is one active 


Communist in the United States for 1,800 
persons. 


There is some slight comfort in the know­ 
ledge that when Russia accepted Commu­ 


nism the people were poverty-stricken and 
desperate, willing to welcome any change 
which promised better conditions. This sit­ 
uation does not exist in the United States 
today. 
But there is no way to guarantee that 
such a situation will not exist in the future. 
The nation’s economy could break down 
und<ir continued inflation and exces s i v e 
taxation, with the resultant conversion of 
m any persons almost overnight by the in­ 
sidious propaganda of Communism. 
M ass psychology is a treacherous weap­ 
on which is being expertly handled by the 
Soviet 
government. 
Governments 
have 
been known to cater to it to retain their 
own leadership. Until recently the national 
administration has been overtly friendly to 
Russia, giving in effect an indirect but dan­ 
gerous endorsement of Communism. 
For years Russia has had many friends 
amon high-placed Americans. And Com­ 
munists are continuing to bore from with­ 
in, all but unhindered. 


CALENDAR ARTIST 
ONE HUNDRED years ago. John Jam es 
Audubon died, leaving behind a wealth of 
paintings of native American birds. For 
years his art had been linked with the 
study of birds. Bird societies and nature 
groups have been named in his honor. 
Yet not until recent years has Audubon 
become a household word. His giant folio 
of bird paintings has been reproduced in 
all sizes down to the souvenir stamp. Din­ 
ner plates have been made decorated with 
Audubon prints. 
But it is safe to say that the recent rash 
of calendars with Audubon birds has been 
largely responsible for spreading the post­ 
humous fame of the man. 
This current popularity would make Aud­ 
ubon smile ironically, considering that he 
had to go to England, garbed as a fron­ 
tiersman, to win real acceptance. In fact, 
his famous bird folio was published not in 
America but in Scotland. 
However, a grateful nation, rather belat­ 
edly, has been paying due reverence and 
honor to his memory and his work. There 
is hardly a home today that does not have 
some kind of an Audubon reprint, however 
small. 


Continuing the discussion of the covenant 
on human rights which the United Nations 
seeks to perpetrate. I should like to quote 
John Locke’s definition of a church: 
“A church then I take to be a voluntary 
society of men, joining themselves togeth­ 
er of their own accord, in order to the pub­ 
lic worshipping of God, in such a manner 
as they judge acceptable to Him and ef­ 
fectual to the salvation of their souls.” 


The state is not included in this defini­ 
tion. Locke probably influenced the found­ 
ing fathers more than any single person. 
Jefferson, Madison and Mason were deep­ 
ly steeped in Locke's philosophy. His con­ 
cept of society became the basis for both 
the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution. Thus, he said: 
“As the magistrate has no power to im­ 
pose by his laws, the use of any rites and 
ceremonies in any church, so neither has 
he any power to forbid the use of such rites 
and ceremonies as are already received, 
approved, and practiced by any church: 
Because if he did so, he would destroy the 
church itself; the end of whose institution 
is only to worship God with freedom, after 
its own manner.” 
Further, he says: 


“Thus if solemn assemblies, 
observa­ 
tions of festivals, public worship, be per­ 
mitted to any one sort of professors; 
all 
these things ought to be permitted to the 
Presbyterians, Independents, Anabaptists, 
Arminians, Quakers, and others, with the 
same liberty. Nay if we may openly speak 
the truth, and as becomes one man to ano­ 
ther, neither pagan nor Manhumetan, nor 
Jew, ought to be excluded from the civil 
rights of the commonwealth, because of his 
religion. The gospel commands no such 
thing.” 


Out of such a concept of the relations of 
church and man and of the restraints plac­ 
ed upon the state developed the basic phil­ 
osophy of American life which is so simp­ 
ly but firmly stated in the Declaration of 
Independence: 
We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 
Jefferson, in his first draft, had used the 
adjectives 
“sacred and undeniable” 
to 
modify “these truths.” 


The endowment by the Creator was of 
the greatest significance to the founding 
fathers, as otherwise their whole political 
philosophy would fall apart. For what, of 
necessity, impelled them was the basic as­ 
sumption that it was not man or any insti­ 
tution devised by man that provided these 
inalienable rights, but that they descended 
supernaturally from God. 
Now compare all this with the curiously 
worded clause in the covenant on human 
rights: 
“Freedom to manifest one's religion or 
beliefs shall be subject only to such limi­ 
tations as are pursuant to law and are 
reasonable and necessary to protect public 
safety, order, health, or morals or the fun­ 
damental rights and freedoms of others.”

DIET A N D H EA LTH 


Treating a Brain Hemorrhage 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


IN former years there was not 
too much doctors could do to save 
a person with brain hemorrhage, 
It is true that some of these peo­ 
ple recovered, but cure was due 
more to Nature than to medical 
skill. 
Today, 
however, 
newer 
methods give us more control 
over such a situation so that the 
patient's chances for life are in­ 
creased if his condition is rec­ 
ognized for what it is at once. 
When an older person has a 
sudden attack of severe headache 
with paralysis of the eye mus­ 
cles, brain hemorrhage should 
always be suspected. Mental con­ 
fusion, convulsions, and uncon­ 
sciousness following soon there­ 
after increase the likelihood. The 
diagnosis can be made more cer­ 
tain by withdrawing a small 
amount of spinal fluid for ex­ 
amination. In 
most of these 
patients, high blood pressure and 
hardening of the arteries are 
present. However, in ll of 57 
patients studied, there was no 
history of high blood pressure. 
The outlook is much better in 
those instances where high blood 
pressure is not present. 
Increase in Pressure 
When an attack occurs, the 
patient usually has fever, and 
there is an increase in the pres­ 
sure of the spinal fluid. In most 
instances, the condition can be 
easily diagnosed from the his­ 
tory and physical examination, 
as well as by the examination of 
the spinal fluid. However, in case 
of doubt, an X-ray examination 
of the skull is helpful. 
Prompt treatment of this con­ 
dition may be life saving. If other 
conditions are present, such as 
heart failure, diabetes, or syphi­ 


lis, these disorders should 
be 
treated promptly. The patient 
should be given fluids, as neces­ 
sary, by injection into a vein or 
under the skin. If anemia is pres­ 
ent, it should be corrected with 
iron-containing drugs, liver ex­ 
tract, vitamin B-12, and blood 
transfusions when required. The 
position of the patient in bed 
must be changed frequently and 
fever reduced by sponge baths 
and drugs, if needed. Sedative or 
quieting drugs also are required. 


Blood Clotting 
It is possible that both vitamin* 
K and C may assist In blood clot­ 
ting, so that these should also be 
administered. In some cases, the 
bleeding into the brain may result 
from an aneurysm which is an en­ 
largement of one of the blood ves­ 
sels in the brain. Surgical treat­ 
ment may be life saving in these 
cases, since it is possible to tie 
off an artery in the neck, or even 
to open the skull cavity and tie 
off the artery within the skull. 
With modern diagnosis and 
treatment, some patients with 
intracranial hemorrhage, not due 
to injuries, may be benefited to 
a considerable extent, and the 
prevention of later attacks ac­ 
complished. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


C. A. L.: Is it possible to defi­ 
nitely diagnose cancer without a 
biopsy? 
Answer: 
This would depend 
upon the location of the cancer 
and the symptoms present. In 
many cases, cancers, such as 
those of the bowel or stomach, 
can be diagnosed definitely by 
X-ray exam ination. In other in­ 
stances, a biopsy may be re­ 
quired, as in cancer of the breast.

V t rA SH I\(iT O N —The pending Defense department request that 
W 
18-year-olds be drafted for possible combat duty la sure to 
raise a bitter fight in Congress and there is a distinct possibility it 
may not be granted. 
This age group was drafted during World War II but not until 
well after Pearl Harbor and after the fighting had created a severe 
* 
drain on the remaining manpower pool. 
There has always been tremendous opposition 
. in Congress to calling up boys of 1$ ami there it 
no indication that this opinion haa abated. On the 
other hand, the Pentagon feels that men in the 
18-19 age bracket make th# best soldiers. 
A s usual, there is talk of a compromise. This 
proposal would make the draft applicable to men 
as they reach the age of IS1* year* with the stipu­ 
lation that they would be trained for six months 
after induction before assignment to combat duly. 
A t present, 18-year-olds must register, but they 
are not subject to military duty until they be* 
i com# 19. 
The proposal being drafted by the Defense de- 
partment seeks to meet one major point of objec­ 
tion by deferring youths 18 years of age until they finish high school. 
But one# a man is 19, the military thinks h# ahouid be inducted 
whether he haa completed high school or not. 


O l-l 87-19? 


• WINTER WONDERLAND—The creation of numerous ami some­ 
times overlapping federal agencies ha# produced a state of confusion 
distinctly reminiscent of World War II in the minds of many officials. 
In the maze of alphabetical agencies and bureaus, there emerges 
once again the question of authority over certain phases of the na­ 
tions war effort. General adminiatrative problems are multiplying. 
Of course, some of this confusion is unavoidable because of the 
complex and sweeping nature of plans necessary to mobilize a popu­ 
lation of 150 million plus. 
However, many officials feel that the same mistake of World War 
II is being made all over again. That is, they say there is no clear 
celmeation of lines of authority. 
For example, there s acme doubt about where the powers of Secur­ 
ity Resource* Boar I Chairman Stuart Symington end and those of 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson begin. Theoretically. Wilson is 
Symington's superior but it may not work out that way in practice. 
One explanation im that Symington formulates policy and Wilson 
direct* the administration of policy. Many officials feel that both 
policy-making and administration ahouid be delegated to one man— 
not two.

self. 
A pile of raw furs at the Cir­ 
cleville Iron and 
Metal Co. 
is 
evidence of the success of loc al 
trappers who are for the most 
part farm boys and workers who 
set traps for the sport as well as 
the money they receive from the 
pelts. 
Julius S. Gordon of the 
iron 
and metal firm, whose company 
iivthe only firm in tin- 
buying furs said. “ This has been 
a very good season as far 
as 
quality is concerned. The colder 
the weather the better the lur. 
But the number of skns brought 
in is off about 50 perc ent. 
I he 
early floods killed the young ani 
m ats and the heavy snow 
pre­ 
vented the hunters from setting 
traps.” 
He added that several kind of 
tP s are found in this region. The 
most numerous being muskrat, 
opossum and raccoon. 
“ In fact.” he said, “ the m a r­ 
ket is swamped with coon skins 
and furriers are using it to make 
novelty items such as the1 Daniel 
Boone hats so popular with the 
small fry. Some manufacturers 
are shaving the 
fur from the 
pelts, mixing it with wool fibers 
and proc1 
n . a cloth u en f"t 
j,,aking gloves ” 
According to Gordon, a few fox 
skins—both red and gray—are 
purchased. The trapper receives 
a bounty for each fox pelt in ad­ 
dition to the pric e paid him for 
the skin 
Wen ii f <r is trapped 
here also and used mainly in fur 
trimnmm s but some of it is dyed 
to look like ermine. 
The most beautiful of all furs 
% md in tin 
county 
is mink. 
Gordon picked up a mink pelt, 
parted the fur to show the rich 
brown color and the long guard 
hairs denoting a prime skin. 
He said, “ The quality of mink 
fur found here is exceeded only 
by that

Bills Readied 
To Change Ohio 
Divorce Laws 


COLUMBUS. 
Jan. 30—Identi­ 
cal bills revamping the state's 
marriage and divorce laws were 
awaiting consideration by 
both 
the Ohio house and senate today. 
The bills were prepared by the 
bureau of code revision at the 
direction of the last session of 
the legislature. They make some 1 
attempt to follow the suggestion 
of the American 
Bar 
Associa- j 
tion that divorce law’s be made 
uniform in all states. 
Eleven major changes in the 
law are proposed, 
including 
a 
provision permitting a husband. 
as w’cll as a wife, to sue for ali­ 
mony, and another 
m a k i n g 
“ continuing incurable insanity” 
a grounds for divorce. 
The bills also shorten the time 
requirement for the grounds of 
wilful absence from three years 
to one; 
eliminate 
the require­ 
ment 
that 
“ habitual 
drunken­ 
ness” be for a three-year peripd, 
and changes from 30 to 90 days 
the residence requirement of the 
county in which the divorce 
is 
sought. 
All former m arriages and off­ 
spring would have to be disclos- 
* 
by anyone reeking a divorce, 
and quickie divorce,* obtained by 
Ohioans in other states or coun­ 
tries would not be recognized. 
In cases where there are mi­ 
nor children,
